60 of the Cantonments Act. 1924 (2 of 1924), the Cantonment Board, Lansdowne 
with the previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby makes the following 
amendments to the Toll Tax Notification published in the Ministry of Defence 
Notification No. S.R.O. 51, dated the 3rd February, I960, namely: — 


Amendments 


In the said notification — 

(1) in clause 7 of the proviso, after the words 

“In respect of the driver and conductor (or cleaner) of every”, the words 
“Public Service” shall be inserted;

Provided that any person may for his individual use import by any vehicle 
personally or otherwise, fuel wood, coal, charcoal, grass or bhoosa upto u maxi- 
mum limit of 5 maunds at a time and he shall be charged toll at 0 — 25 per muund: 

Provided further that a vehicle canying mixed categories of goods, which 
mixture is not covered by an^ of the items specified above, shall be charged at 
the highest rate applicable to any of the categories of goods carried”. 

(3) in item 16 — 

(i) in clause (b), for the abbreviation and figures “Rs. 20 — 00” and “Rs. 6 — 00” 

the abbreviations and figures “Rs. 10 — 00” and “Rs. 3 — 00” shall 
be respectively substituted, and the words and figures “Persons 
desirous of entering through Jaihankhal toll bar alone may be issued 
passes on payment of Rs. 5 per annum or Rs. 1 — 50 per quarter”, 
shall be added at the end;

Bye-Laws — Regulating Imposition of Licenses 

S.R.O. 233, dated 3rd Aug. 1961. — The following bye-laws for regulating the 
matters regarding which conditions may be imposed by licenses granted under 
Section 210 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1824), made by the Cantonment 
Board, Faizabad in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (16) of section 282 
and section 283 of the said Act, are hereby published for general information, 
the same having been previously published and having been approved and con- 
firmed by the Central Government, as required bv sub-section (1) of section 284 
of the said Act, namely:— 

Bye-laws regulating the condition for grant of licence, the Inspection of places 
for the manufacture, preparation or sale of Sugar sweetmeats, Namkin and. Tea 
etc. 


1. In these bye-laws “sweetmeats” means all food stuff prepared by Halwais, 
Khonchawalas and Tanddurwala and includes Poories, Kachauri, Bread, Samosas, 
Vegetable curries, Chat Namkin and Tea intended for human consumption. 

2, Nothing in these bye-laws shall apply to any house or building used for 
making or storing sweetmeats intended for private consumption only. 
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3. No shop or store room shall be used for residential purpose. 

4. No sweetmeats shall bo prepared or stored in any building or place which 
has not been approved of as sanitary and suitable by an officer of the Board duly 
appointed for the purpose. 

5. All sweetmeats will be kept in a safe box covered with a fine wiregauge. 
The lid must be fixed on rings and mus ( have wiregauge top. 

6. All substances used in the prepara on of the sweetmeats must be free from, 
harmful ingredient and unadulterated and of good quality, 

7. No person suffering from any contagious and infectious disease shall be 
employed in a shop where sweetmeats arc made or sold. 

8. Medical inspection of the persons engaged in the business, their vaccination 
and inoculation and the cleanliness of their person and clothing is essential. 
The premises of the iiccncce shall be open to inspection at all the time by officers 
of the medical or health department. 

9. Such goods given must be in proper scale, weight and measurement for the 
welghment or measurements. 

10. Any sweetmeat found unfit for human consumption shall be disposed of 
in the manner ordered by the Health Ofi'cer. 

11. W.ater kept for cleaning utensil and for use in preparation of sweetmeats 
and for drinking by customers shall be obtained from the Cantonment Hand 
Pumps or from pure source sanctioned by the Health Officer, water thus obtained 
must be stored in clean container provided with covers adequately to protect 
front contamination. 

12. Every such place shall be adcquatclv lig ted and ventilated and shall be 
whitewashed at least once half-yearly. 

13. The licence granted by the Cantonment Board must be hanged at con- 
spicious place and be produced to the officer duly appointed for the purpose. 

14. The licence granted under section 210 of Cantonments Act, 1924, is valid 
for the period mentioned in the trade licence. 

15. Besides these bye-laws the provisions of Pure Food Act, of Uttar Pradesh 
Government any laws relating to the prevention of food adulteration shall also be 
applicable. 

10. Whoever fails to comply with any of the conditions subject to which a 
licence ha^ been granted under these bye-laws, shall, on conviction by a Magistrate 
be punishable with fine which may extend to fifty rupees and in the case of 
continuing breach or failure, with a further fine which may extend to five rupees 
for every day during which such breach or failure continues after the conviction 
for the first such breach or failure. 

Bye-laws regulating the condition for grant of licence to sellers of Fruit and 
Vegetables in Faizabad Cantt. 

Under section 282 (10) of the Cantonments Act, 1924. 

A licence granted under section 210 of the Cantonments Act to any seller of 
fruit or vegetable may contain any condition which the Cantonment Board may 
think fit to impose with respect to the following matters: — 

1. The disposal of any fruit or vegetable which may he found to be unwhole- 
some or of which the sale has been prohibited under bye-laws. 

2. The place and seasons at which fruit or vegetable or any specified kinds 
of fruits or vegetable may be sold, 

3. To use of proper scales, weights and measures for the weighment or 
measurement of fruits and vegetables. 
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4. The medical inspection, vaccination and inoculation of all persons encaged 
in the trade. 

Bye-laws regulating the condition to be imposed by licence to sellers of Ghee , 
Oil, Condiments , Wheat , Rice and other grain or of flour in the Falzabad Canton- 
ment. 


Under section 282(18) of the Cantoi.mcnt Act, 1924. 

A licence granted to any seller of ghee, oil, condiment, wheat rice and other 
grain or of flour under section 210 of the Cantonments Act, 1924, may contain any 
condition which the Cantonment Board, may think fit to impose with respect to 
the following matters:— 

1. The place at which such goods may be sold or stored. 

2. The quantity which may be stored in any premises, and 

3. The disposal of any goods etc. which may be found unfit for human con- 
sumption. 

4. The use of proper scale, weights and measures for the weighment and 
measurement of goods. 

6. Besides these bye-laws, the provisions of Pure Food Act of Uttar Pradesh 
Government is also applicable. 


Bye-laws regulating the condition for the grant of licence to Meat sellers in 
Falzabad Cantonment. 

Under section 282(16) of the Cantonment Act, 1924. 

1. Definition, — In these bye-laws Meat means the flesh of Goat, Sheep Or Pig 
intended for human consumption. 

2. The Executive Officer shall be the Licensing Officer in the case of licence 
for the sale of meat. 

3. A licence granted under these byc-laws shall be subject to the following 
conditions: — 

(a) No one shall sell or expose for sale the flesh of animal described above 

which has not been stamped by the Medical Officer of the Cantonment 
Dispensary or general hospital, or which has died from a natural 
cause or any meat which has been blown up or artificially stuffed. 

(b) No one shall place any meat intended for sale in or on dirty basket or 

board or expose such meat without covering it with a clean cloth 
(Muslin) to protect it from the contamination of flies. 

(c) The shop for the sale of meat shall have flyproof doors or have clean 

chicks hung up all the open sides so that the meat kept for sale may 
not be seen by the passers by. 

(d) The floor of the shop must be paved with brick plastered all over and 

it must be fully washed every day by salt-water before the shop is 
closed. 

(e) The licensee shall not sell meat in any place other than mentioned In 

the licence. 

(f) The shop itself must be white-washed once a month. 

(g) Before granting licence medical inspection of the persons engaged in 

the trade, their vaccination and inoculation and cleanliness of their 
person and clothing should be done. 

4. Meat sold should be in proper scale, weight and measurement. 

5 On receipt of an application for a licence the licencing officer shall either 
grant the licence or reasons to be recorded may refuse to grant it. 

6. The licencing officer may cancel or suspend a licence for breach of any 
condition specified in bye-laws. 
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7. An appeal shall lie to the Chairman, Civil Area Committee from an order 
of licencing officer refusing or cancelling or suspending a licence, provided that 
the appeal is made within ten days of the date of receipt of the order. 

8. No one shall carry meat for sale through street or public places except in 
a clean receptacle and covered with a clean cloth. 

9. Whoever fails to comply with any of the conditions subject to which a 
licence has been granted under these bye-laws, shall on conviction by a Magistrate 
be punishable with fine which may extend to fifty rupees and In the case of 
continuing breach or failure, with a further fine which may extend to five rupees 
for every day during which such breach or failure continues after the conviction 
for the first such breach or failure,
